CLASS HISTORY 


We, the Class of 1971, entered Xenia High School as apprehensive sophomores. Being new in the school, 
we joined clubs, participated in the athletic and music programs, and tried to find a place in the student 
body. We elected class officers who led us in our first class project, maintaining the coat check at allhome 
basketball games. Many members of our class were active in the band and traveled to Columbus and to 
Cleveland during a February week-end band tour . The most exciting event of the year was ordering ourclass , 
rings. Our fine reserve basketball team shared the W.O.L. title, finishing with a 7-2 record. In April many of 
us took part in the musical sponsored by the combined music departments entitled, Finian’s Rainbow.

The theme of the 
prom was “‘A Time for Us.” as in the past, the Junior Class was in complete charge of all of the arrangements that 
go along with a prom. The following weekend brought with it the exciting experience of the Senior Choir Tour in 
Flint, Michigan. All of the class members that were inwolved with this trip are sure to have happy memories of enjoy- 
ment and friendships made. 





As seniors we have numerous things to look back upon. We got a first glimpse of what graduation is 
all about when we ordered our announcements and senior keys. Worth remembering in this year was the 
changing of the dress code. This accomplishment is to be credited to the Student Council who had con- 
vincing aid from interested administrators, teachers, and students. Our Battlin’ Bucs Varsity Football 
Squad finished its season with an 8-2 record and in a tied second place position in the W.0.L. The 
season was highlighted on October 9, 1970 by a Homecoming victory over the Fairborn Flyers. “‘Crystal 
Blue Persuasion”? was the theme of the Homecoming Dance held Saturday, October 20, 1070. David and 
Lisa was presented by the Drama Department on November 21, 1970. In the beginning of December, 
vending machine's were installed in the cafeterias.

December 5, 1970, our class was well represented in the Greene County Junior Miss Pageant by six 


girls.On January 30, 1971 the Drama Department again thrilled the audience with an original rendition 
of Winnie the Pooh.
